further learned that IISC, through its resident subsidiary, Inter-
continental Life and General Insurance Company, Limited, (ILGICL)
will be doing business in the Bahamas in conggctian with health,

This source received information to the effect that
officers of ILGICL include H. M. Taylor and Preston Albury and
other union leaders in the Bahamas, It was reported that Hopps
is a close associate of Hoffa's an - reportedly is placing union
funds through this latter company.(®)
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According to Bureau files the Hopps mentioned above
may be identical with Stewart B. Hopps, a millionaire manipulator of
insurance companies.
